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Former officer faces 
trial for pot charges.

A former Crawford County 
Sheriff's Deputy and school 
DARE officer sold a bag of mar- 
ijuana to a confidential drug 
informant, working with potice, 
and had a plan to sell other 
amounts of pot to cover his costs, 
according to testimony from 
police officers last week. 


Crawford County District. 


Court Judge Monte J. Burmeister 
decided that there was probable 
cause to bind William John 
Bonkowski over to Circuit 
Court for a trial. Bonkowski, 45, 
was arrested in February for a 
charge of controlled substance- 
delivery/manufacture marijuana. 
Bonkowski, last month, was 
charged with a second count of 
controlled substance-delivery/ 
manufacture marijuana, stem- 
ming from the same case. 

Bonkowski worked as a 
‘Crawford County -Sheriff's 
Deputy between September 
1996 and December 2006. He 
retired from his position due to 
medical issues. 

Bonkowski worked as a school 
liaison officer during his tenure 
with the sheriff's department, 
being assigned to the AuSable 


Primary School and Grayling 
Elementary School from 2001 to 
2004. Part of his duties as the 
school officer included teaching 
the DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) program 
to children. . 

Bonkowski’s preliminary 
exam, where Crawford County 
Prosecutor John Huss was 
charged with presenting evi- 
dence on why he should be tried 
on the charges or why the 
charges should be upheld, was 
held last week. 

Ryan Finstrom, a Crawford 
County Sheriff's deputy 
assigned to the Strike 
Investigative Narcotics Group 
(STING), said that he had 
arranged for a confidential infor- 
mant to purchase marijuana from 
Bonkowski on Feb. 28, . 

Grayling resident Michael 
“Rusty” Weaver agreed to coor- 
dinate a purchase with

Weaver was arrested for con- 
trolled substance-delivery/manu- 
facture marijuana on Feb. 25.

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DNR officials still compiling. 
information regarding wildfire:

Nearly a month after the wild- 
fire that destroyed 1,345 acres of 
land just south of Grayling, 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) officials are 
gathering details about fighting 
the fire and working on the cause 
of the blaze. 

The wildfire started in an area 
east of 1-75, north of the Four 
Mile Road rest area, around 
3:30 p.m. on Thursday, April 24, 
The fire quickly jumped across 
the interstate and spread onto the 
Grayling Game Club property, 
located on Simpson Lake, and 
other private properties. The fire 
was contained when it diverted 
into a swamp area by Simpson 
Lake and due to lack of fuel for 
the flames. 

“That is one of the things that 


really helped us,” said Ada 
Takacs, a public information 
officer for the DNR. 


Initial fire suppression costs 
are estimated at $85,000. That 
includes the cost for manpower 
and fuel. 

A total of 139 firefighters, 
representing 23 DNR offices, the 
Camp Grayling Fire 
Department, the U.S. Forest 
Service, and the Beaver Creek 
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Township, Frederic Township, 
Grayling/City Township and 
South Branch Township Fire 
Departments, battled the blaze. 
About 85 pieces of equipment 
were used by firefighters. A 
DNR tractor-trailer, used to haul 
a bulldozer, was destroyed as 
firefighters were responding to 
the initial outbreak of the blaze. 

American Red Cross volun- 
teers established a shelter at the 
Michelson Memorial United 
Methodist Church to provide 
food and shelter to people who 
were evacuated from their homes 
for the night. Volunteers also 
provided food and beverages to 
firefighters and other emergency 
personnel. 

DNR law enforcement offi- 
cials met this week to work on 
the investigation into the cause 
of the fire. 

Takacs said that investigation 
will likely involve negotiations 
to recoup the fire suppression 
costs, and the final determination 
on those responsible will not be 
released until the issues are 
resolved. 

“That way, there are no sticks 
in the spokes for the negotiations 
of it all,” Takacs said.

Susan Thiel, the Grayling unit 
manager for the DNR, said she 
had done an initial assessment 
of the state land destroyed by 
the wildfire. 

Thiel said the fire went 
through before the trees had pro- 
duced leaves, so that was ideal to 
their overall health. 

While some of the jack pine 
and cedar trees are totally 
destroyed, Thiel said that some 
oaks trees damaged by the fire 
will survive the blaze. 

Thiel said that the timber is

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not very marketable given the 
current fuel prices, and soot and 
debris can damage logging 
equipment. 

Thiel] said she plans to do a 
follow up evaluation of the state 
property next month. She said 
that some of the trees will natu- 
rally regenerate since there was 
not a large amount of fuel for the 
fire to sustain high temperatures 
and it moved over the property 
quickly. 

“We're still looking at it, but I 
don’t rush into anything,” she 
said. “ If I start sending logging 
crews in there, that could muck 
up regeneration. We might be 
better off leaving and letting it 
regenerate naturally,” 

Thiel said that she is also hold- 
ing off on issuing timber con- 
tracts for the land where the 
$161 million Main Street 
America Inc, theme park is 
planned until DNR _ officials 
make a determination about the 
sale of the land. 

“I don’t want to issue another 
contract on’ those lands and have 


them tied up, so there is no rush 


to do that,” Thiel said. 

Mike Morrissey, of Flint, who 
has a home on the Grayling 
Game Club property, said crews 
from AJD Forest Products are 
currently removing damaged 
jack pine trees and doing a select 
cut of oak trees on the property.

The brunt of activity for the 
August primary election in 
Crawford County will occur in 
haif of the county's six town- 
ships. 

There is just one race at the 
county level in Crawford County 
in the primary election for the 
Crawford County Prosecuting 
Attorney's position. Everette 
“Trey” Ayers, a Grayling attor- 
ney, is challenging David R. 
Sabin for the county's chief law 
enforcement position. Sabin has 
served as the chief assistant pros- 
ecuting attorney for Crawford 
County for about 30 years, He 
has also served as the city attor- 
ney for the City of Grayling for 
26 years, Sabin has taken a leave 
of absence from the city attor- 
ney's position while he is cam- 
paigning for prosecutor. 
Longtime Crawford County 
Prosecutor John Huss is retiring 
at the end of the year, and is not 
seeking re-election. 

In Beaver Creek Township, 
incumbent Township Supervisor 
Lee Riley is facing a challenge 
from Brian Ashton and Kathleen 
Pardo, Pardo, a former Beaver 
Creek Township trustee, waged a 


bid against Riley i in the last elec- 
tion for township supervisor. 

Incumbent Beaver Creek 
Township Clerk Sharon K, 
Hartman is being challenged by 
Kim VanNuck. 

Three people are vying for a 
pair of trustee seats on the 
Beaver Creek Township Board. 
Incumbent trustees — Gary 
Summers and Meghan Little are 
being challenged by Billie Jo 
Miller for their positions on the 
board. 

In Frederic Township, incum- 
bent Township Supervisor Jeff 
Kea is facing a challenge from 
Michael Girard. The winner will 
run against democrat William T.

NOW eoues the eee ham- 
mer of the law, in the form of 
another “Click It or Ticket” 
enforcement campaign by police 
officials. 

According to the Detroit News 
article, nearly 800 seat belt 
enforcement zones will be estab- 
lished across the state, and 243 
state police, local police depart- 
ments, and sheriff’s offices will 
be ready to pounce on unbelted 
drivers through June 1. 

Emphasis this year, according 
to the News report, will be 
enforcement at night, emphasiz- 
ing the importance of wearing 
seat belts after dark. 

There’s no questioning statis- 
tics which show that wearing a 
seat belt is an effective safety 
device for motorists and their 
passengers. In most auto acci- 
dents, deaths are fewer and 


injuries are less severe because of 
seat belts. 
* * * 

PERSONALLY [I’M _ uncom- 
fortable with state laws mandat- 
ing drivers and passengers to 
wear seat belts. That goes for 
forcing motorcyclists to wear 
helmets, too. 

My concern is not based on the 
safety issues. Certainly wearing 
seat belts and motorcycle hel- 
mets is the smart thing to do. 

But drivers and riders should 
make their own decision to wear 
them or not. It’s a matter of per- 
sonal freedoms, 

Even worse than mandatory 
seat belts, in my opinion, are the 
concerted police efforts to catch 
seat belt violators with seat belt 
zones and “Click It or Ticket” 
campaigns, which border on 
entrapment. 

I find it difficult to accept the 
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accuracy of anyone outside of the 
automobile being able to swear 
for certain that the driver or pas- 
senger is unbelted. 

Arrests are based on personal 
observations of the police offi- 
cers, who peer into vehicles of 
various sizes moving at a variety 
of speeds in a variety of traffic 
conditions. 

Then there’s the question of 
drivers’ clothing, which may well 
blend with the color of the seat 
belt, rendering the seat belt 
almost impossible to identify 
accurately, Arrests have been 
made on this basis. 

I wear my seat belt every time 
I get into a car, and I insist my 
passengers do, too, in both front 
and back seats. It’s the prudent 
and safe thing to do, but should 
not be mandated by the state, in 
my opinion.

BUT WHAT ABOUT laws 
which govern the way. people 
drive in other respects? 

What about speed laws, or 
drunk driving laws, vision tests, 
or other safety laws which 
restrict drivers? 

There’s a difference, and it’s a 
big one. 

Laws that mandate how the 
vehicle is operated — that is, laws 
that restrict speeds, require sobri- 
ety of the driver, mandate mini- 
mum physical standards for 
licensing, and some others — are 
designed to protect the rights and 
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accidents. 

Seat belt laws, on the other 
hand, are designed for the benefit 
of the drivers and their passen- 
gers, and not for the safety of the 
occupants of other cars or other 
persons who might be harmed. 

That’s a big difference. 

One set of laws protects the 
general public and others outside 
the restricted vehicle; these are 
good laws and are necessary. 

The other set of laws protects 
the operators of the vehicles by 
restricting them, and becomes an 
infringement on personal free- 
doms; these are bad laws and are 


unnecessary.

safety belt law this May. 

Crawford County is joining 
more than 500 Michigan law 
enforcement agencies focusing 
on unbuckled motorists as part 
of the national Click It or Ticket 
mobilization, May 19-June 1, 
2008. 

Although Michigan’s Safety 
belt use rate is at 94 percent, 
unbuckled drivers and passen- 
gers are a significant issue in 
fatal crashes. The Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office is 
encouraging motorists to wear 
their safety belts or pay a $65 
citation.

Vintage Base Ball 


starting new season & 


at Hartwick Pines 


Baseball has been a part of 
Grayling’s history since the 
1870s, and the Hartwick Pines 
“Swampers” will again be inter- 
preting this part of the local histo- 
ry by playing their fourth season 
of vintage base ball at Hartwick 
Pines State Park this summer. 

The Swampers will play a full 
season of 10 games against other 
vintage base ball teams, begin- 
ning June |! and an exhibition 
game on July 6, where anyone 
who is interested can take part 
and play baseball by rules of 
1860. 

Unfamiliar with vintage base 
ball? First, you will note that base 
ball was spelled with two words 
in the 1800s. Second, while 
cheering on players with enter- 
taining nicknames like, Iron 
Burner, Snake Oil, Scribe, 
Maestro, Choppers and Splinter, 
you might notice that they are 
catching the ball barehanded. 
The baseball glove did not come 
into being until the late 1870s, 
when the pitchers stopped tossing 


the ball underhand and started to 
throw it into the catcher, hard and 
fast. And now you can under- 
stand why they are also catching 
the ball on one bounce. That’s 
right, catch it on a bounce and the 
batter is still out. Also, you wilt 
notice that the players try not to 
slide or leave their feet, do not 
swear or spit and are respectful of 
the umpire’s calls. These are just 
a few of the differences that you 
will notice from the early game 
as compared to modern baseball. 

Join the ranks of the “Cranks” 


’ (19th century term for fans) at 


one of the matches of the 
Hartwick Pines Base Ball Club’s 
Swampers. These games are free 
of charge, however, a state park 
motor vehicle permit is required 
for entry to Hartwick Pines State 
Park and are available at the park.

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No Failure 
under Law 


Those who are justified by 
faith in Jesus Christ have no con- 
demnation from law. “1There is 
therefore now no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit”’” (Romans 8:1). 
They have no control from law. 
“2For the law of the Spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus hath made me free 
from the law of sin and death.” 
(Romans 8:2). They have no 
worry of failure under law in 
Romans 8:3: ‘“3For what the law 
could not do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God sending his 
own Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin 
in the flesh:” | 

Romans 7:12 told us God’s 
law is holy, just and good, but it 
cannot save or sanctify anyone. 
(Romans 3:20). The problem is 
not the failure of God’s law, but 
the feebleness of our flesh. “3For 
what the law could not do, in that 
it was weak through the flesh...” 
As Jesus told His disciples in 
Mark 14:38: “....The spirit truly 
is ready, but the flesh is weak.” 
Romans 6:19 reminds us we have 
infirmity in our flesh. Paul said in 
Romans 7:18: “18For J know that 
in me (that is, in my flesh,)

dwelleth no good thing: for to will 
is present with me; but how to 
perform that which is good I find 
not.” Romans 8:8 says, “8So then 
they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God.” “3Are ye so fool- 
ish? having begun in the Spirit, 
are ye now made pertect by the 
flesh?” (Gal. 3:3), 

The answer beyond the failure 
of the law and the feebteness of 
the fiesh is the faithfulness of 
God: “God sending his own Son 
in the likeness of sinful flesh, and 
for sin, condemned stn in the 
flesh.” 

First we sce the faithfulness 
of God’s plan: “God sending 
his own Son....” “l6For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosocv- 
er believeth in him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.” 
(John 3:16). “1OHerein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent his Son to be 
the propitiation for our sins.” (1 
John 4:10). 

Second we sec the faithful- 
ness of God’s person. “God send- 
ing his own Son in the likeness of 
sinful flesh ...2” This reminds us 
of the virgin birth of Jesus Christ 
as the holy Son of God took a 
human body in the womb of the 
Virgin Mary. This was the prom- 
ised prophecy of Isaiah 7:14:

“t4Therefore the Lord himself 
shall give you a sign; Behold, a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel.” This prophecy was 
declared fulfilled in Matthew 
1:23: “23Bchold, a virgin shall be 
with child, and shall bring forth a 
son, and they shall call his name 
Emmanuel, which being interpret- 
ed is, God with us.” “....God 
was manifest in the flesh....” (1 
Tim. 3:16}. God the eternal word 
became flesh in John 1:14: 
“!4And the Word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us, (and we 
beheld his glory, the glory as of 
the only begotien of the Father,) 
full of grace and truth.” 

Third we see the faithfulness of 
God’s provision, “God sending 
his own Son in the likeness of sin- 
ful flesh and for sin, condemned 
sin in the flesh.” “21 For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him.” Jesus Christ became the 
perfect sacrifice for our sins to 
give us forgiveness of sins and 
impute His righteousness to us.

“Across the Lower Peninsula, 
Michigan residents have wit- 
nessed the loss of millions of 
-ash trees, which in some cases 
has dramatically changed the 
landscape of what were once 
beautiful tree-lined streets,” 
said Granholm. “We continue 
to fight the battle to save what is 
left of this precious natural 
resource and call on residents to 
join us in that fight.” 

” State officials are asking resi- 
dents to honor quarantinés that 
are in place, which make the 
transport of hardwood firewood 
off-limits to the Upper 
Peninsula or out of quarantined 
areas.

Emerald Ash Borer is an exot- 
ic insect native to Asia that 
attacks ash trees in its larval 
stage; EAB feeds undetected 
under the bark of ash trees, dis- 
rupting water and nutrient flow, 
and ultimately killing the trees 
in just a few years. First discov- 
ered in 2002, the borer is 
responsible for the death or 
damage of approximately 20 
million ash trees in Michigan.

Bill creates tax breaks for biomass farm equipment:

A plan to encourage alterna- 
tive fuel production is raising 
concerns about Michigan’s 
green energy future. 

The legislation would create 
property and sales tax exemp- 
tions for equipment that har- 


vests biomass, including waste 


wood or corncobs, for use as 
alternative fuels. 

Tax exemptions already exist 
for machinery used for agricul- 
ture but the new exemptions 
would include non food-grow- 
ing uses. 

Machines that can simultane- 


‘ously harvest grain or other 


crops and leftover biomass 
would also be tax-exempt, but 
no such equipment exists, said 
Allan Overhiser, president of the 
Allegan County Farm Bureau.

because this is so new,” the 
South Haven fruit grower said. 

Representatives of three 
Michigan-based farm machin- 
ery dealers, as well as the St.

boat. In Michigan, a person 
convicted of operating a water- 
craft while intoxicated may not 
Operate a boat for six months to 
a year. 

“Operating your boat while 
being intoxicated is one of the 
most dangerous things you can 
do,” said Lt. Dean E. Horton Sr, 
chief of inspections and investi- 
gations at U.S. Coast Guard 
Sector Detroit, “You need to be 
sharp out on the water to avoid 
unsafe situations for yourself, 
your loved ones and. other 
boaters around you. Alcohol 
duils your senses and slows your 
reaction time. Plus, boating 
under the influence of alcohol is 
against state and federal law.” 

Other good tips from the U.S. 
Coast Guard include: 

Take extra precaution near 
boats towing skiers or tubers. 

Never reverse the boat to pick 
up someone out of the water but 
instead circle a round the person. 

Examine your boat’s stern to 
make certain no one is near the 
propeller before you start the 
engine, 

Be especially alert when oper- 
ating in congested areas and 
never enter swimming zones. 

The Department of State 
offers a safe boating booklet at 
its branch offices. The guide is 
free and has information about 
boating basics, laws and safety.

Former officer faces trial for pot charges.

state’s Controlled Substance 
Act, meaning the conviction 
will not appear on his record if 
he completes the terms of his 
probation. 

Weaver testified that he has 
been friends with Bonkowski 
for several years. He said that he 
had smoked marijuana with 
Bonkowski, among friends, 
about five times over the past 
five years. He said this was the 
first time he had bought mari- 
juana from Bonkowski. Weaver 
said that he helped puil a deer 
out of the woods for Bonkowski 
during the November firearm 
deer season last fall, and that 
was the last time he had talked 
with him. 

Drug team officers met with 
Weaver near the Grayling Army 
Airfield before he went to 
Bonkowski's home. They 
searched him and his vehicle for 
weapons and contraband, which 
are normal protocols for the 
drug team. They then gave $200 
to buy the marijuana, and outfit- 
ted him with a wireless trans- 
mitter and digital recorder. 

Finstrom and Detective Sgt. 
Larry Wiley, a Michigan State 
Police officer assigned to the 
drug team, followed Weaver to 
Bonkowski's home. 

Weaver said he discussed a 
bathroom remodeling project 
that Bonkowski had just com- 
pleted while purchasing an 
ounce of marijuana. He said that 
Bonkowski offered to smoke 
marijuana with Weaver, but he 
refused because he feared it 
would be discovered if he was 
tested for medical issues he is 
experiencing. 

Weaver said he is being treat- 
ed for cancer. Bonkowski is 
undergoing treatment for kidney 
failure. ' 5% 

Weaver said that the two 
friends discussed their respec-

tive health ailments while they 
talked. 

“We both had problems, we 
both were sick, but we kept 
moving on,” Weaver said. 

The officers stayed close 
enough to Bonkowski’s home to 
pick up the signal from the 
transmitter. There were other 
drug officers in the area, but 
were not close enough to hear 
the transmitter, Finstrom said. 

After Weaver left the home, 
he met the officers back by the 
Grayling Army Airfield. Weaver 
and his vehicle were searched 
again. He turned over the -mari- 
juana to the officers, which they 
secured in Michigan State 
Police evidence bags to be test- 
ed at the Michigan State Police 
Crime Lab in Grayling. 
Finstrom said he field tested the 
Marijuana using a Michigan 
State Police test kit, and it tested 
positive for tetrahydrocannabi- 
nol, the active ingredient found 
in marijuana. 

Finstrom said that he then 
went to the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office and typed an 
affidavit for a search warrant. 
The search warrant was issued 
by Burmeister a few hours after 
the transaction with Weaver. 

Finstrom said that the search 

watrant contained boilerplate 
language, including that officers 
would be searching for names, 
records and addresses linked to 
drug trafficking. 
' Finstrom, who had worked 
with Bonkowski at the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office, said he believed he 
would find such records in his 
home. 

“He’s very precise and runs a 
pretty tight ship,” Finstrom said. 

After he obtained the search 
warrant, Finstrom said-he rode 
to Bonkowski’s home with 
Deputy John McDonald in a 
marked Crawford County 
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Sheriff's Office cruiser. 
Bonkowski was leaving his 
home when the officers were in 
route. Finstrom said he asked 
McDonald to activate a traffic 
stop on Bonkowski. 

Finstrom said he then 
informed Bonkowski about the 
search warrant. Bonkowski rode 
back to his home with 
McDonald, and Finstrom drove 
Bonkowski's vehicle back to his 
residence, 

At the home, Finstrom said 
that Bonkowski cooperated and 
showed him a plastic tray that 
contained a bag of marijuana, 
paraphernalia and rolling papers 
that was kept in a nightstand by 
his bed. Finstrom said that 
Bonkowski told him that the 
marijuana was “just for person- 
al use.” 

Officers found another ounce 
of marijuana stored in a plastic 
storage cabinet kept in 
Bonkowski's bedroom closet. 

A yellow sticky note, contain- 
ing information about amounts 
of marijuana and dollar 
amounts, was found = in 
Bonkowski’s night stand. The 
$200, given to Weaver, was also 
found in the nightstand. Officers 
prerecorded and made Xerox 
copies of the money prior to the 
meeting with Weaver. 

The back side of the note said 
that one ounce of marijuana was 
intended for a man named 
“Dave.” While being questioned 
about the note and the person, 
Finstrom said that Bonkowski 
replied, “You Know who Dave 
is, Ryan.” 

Under cross examination 
from Bonkowski's defense 
attorney Jim Hunt, Finstrom 
said that he did not conduct fol- 
low up investigations on the per- 
son referred to in the note. 

“My hands were pretty much 
tied up on this case by itself,” 
Finstrom said. 
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In an attempt to have thet 
charges reduced to a misde-’ 
meanor possession or use of; 
marijuana charges, Hunt noted’ 
that no scales, plastic bags or; 
other packaging material were’ 
found in Bonkowski’s home by, 
officers. 

“They are presumably hot: 
rookies,’ Hunt said. “They 
know what they our looking. 
for.” . 

Hunt also argued that the mar-: 
ijuana in Bonkowski's home. 
was for his personal use due to’ 
his health ailments, and officers 
were speculating that the mari- 
juana was being sold. 

“There was no indication that 
it was intended to be sold to a 
third party,” Hunt said. 

Finstrom, under cross exami-' 
nation, acknowledged that peo- 
ple often sell various amounts of. 
marijuana to cover the costs of: 
the marijuana that they are 


using. : 
Hunt also argued that the, 
charges Bonkowski faces;

The City of Grayling Ordains: 


SECTION 1. Ali businesses, residences, and public entities 
whether owner, occupant, or agent shali attend to all snowfall that 
accumulates over two (2) inches in a twenty four hour period to 
protect the safety and welfare if the general public. Efforts shall be 
made to eliminate hazards that such accumulations may create.

SECTION 2. The City shall designate high profile pedestrian walk- | 
ways within its sidewalk system for snow removal and maintain 
passage on them for the public use. The City shall use designa- 
tion places as criteria for establishing said walkway routes. Routes Ff - 
to schools, to businesses in the Central Business District, and to § - 
commercial shopping districts shall be highly considered. 


SECTION 3. Alt owners or occupants of commercial properties 


with parking areas for public use shall designate snow storage 
areas on site. Snow removed from commercial parking lots shall 
not be placed on property of others, on any public roadway, or pub- Ff’ 
lic right-of-way. If snow exceeds its on-site storage area capacity, f : 
the owner or occupant shall have the snow hauled off premises. ‘ 


SECTION 4. No residential property owner, occupant or agent 
shall place snow on public roadways or public right-of-ways that 
creates a public hazard, impedes vehicular traffic flow, or impairs a 
driver's vision. Residential properties adjacent to local streets that 
have sidewalks abutting their properties are not mandated to keep 
them free of snow. However, property owners, occupants, or 
agents are not allowed to add to the natural snowfall conditions 
which create hazardous conditions.

SECTION 5. No property owner, occupant, or agent shall place 
snow on a public roadway or public right: area that is designated 
a city snowmobile route. 


SECTION 6. Violators of this ordinance shall be subject to a 
municipal civil infraction.
